Most Memorial Day observances 
honor soldiers who fought in World 
War I and II. But those who go to 
McElvain Cemetery five miles west 
of Du Quoin off Illinois 152 this week- 
end can also py their respects to a 
man who not only fought for the 
United States but also helped made 
our country possible in the first 
place. 

The man is Lewis Wells — the only 


Revolutionary War soldier known to 
be buried in Perry County. Accord- 


The cemetery board would like 
every family who has a relative bur- 
ied in the cemetery to pay a one- 
time charge of $100 for perpetual 
care. She said there are about 250 
graves in the cemetery and about 70 
of the graves have been paid for, 
There are a lot of Drys, Gills, Pyles, 
Vancils and Bowlins whose graves 
have not been paid for, she said, 
some because families are not aware 
their relatives are buried there. 

The group has not gotten much 
help from Perry County, although 
the county owns the cemetery. 


ing. to his grave marker, Wells 
fought in the regiment of a Pvt. Col. 
Brandon in South Carolina. He was 
born in 1750 and died 96 years later 
in 1846. 

Wells and the graveyard in which 
he is buried might have been forgot- 
ten had it not been for the continuing 
efforts of a small group of Perry 
County residents who are attempting 
to raise enough capital to maintain 
the cemetery indefinitely. The ceme- 
tery was overgrown and threatened 
by surrounding strip mines when the 
group organized in 1975 to raise 
funds and renovate the site. They 
contacted relatives of those buried in 
the cemetery and held auctions and 
bake sales to raise meony. The cem- 
etery got some helpful publicity dur- 

ing the Bicentennial in 1976 when the 
state placed a new marker at Wells’s 
a graye. 
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LEONARD LIPE 

Leonard Lipe was born 5 June 1763 in Lincoln Co., N.Car., and 
died in Perry Co., Ill. 4 Apr 1848. He was living in Mecklenburg 
Co., N.Car. when he enlisted for ten months of service in the 
summer of 1781, serving with the N.Car. troops under Capt. Samuel 
Martin and Col. Wm. Polk. He was at the battle of Eutau Springs. 

Joining the westward movememt after the war he came to Union 
and Jackson Counties, I1l. about 1818 or 1819, later to Perry Co., 
Illinois where the Circuit Court of this county declared him elig~ 
ible for pension during their Sept 1832 term. His pension number 
is S32381 (NC). Illinois Pension Roll, 6 Jan 1834, shows him in 
Perry County aged seventy-one, and the pension census of same 
county on 1 June 1840 shows him here, aged seventy-seven. 

His wife was Barbara Wentz who he married in No.Car. They were 
the parents of several children and left many descendants. Barbara 
Lipe died 18 Oct 1849 aged eighty-three years. 

The DuQuoin Evening Call in their 1853-1953 Centennial Edition 
printed an article in which it was stated that Leonard Lipe, the 
Revolutionary soldier, was buried at McElvain, the same cemetery 
in which Lewis Wells Sr., another Revolutionary soldier, rests, 

I do not agree with this but believe him to have been buried first 

in ground next to his home in section 1, Twp. 6S, R2W of the 3rd PM, 
as in the year 1836 he and his wife, Barbara, deeded a plot of ground 
to the Deacons of the Baptist Church of Jesus Christ at Nine Mile.... 
"ground for a Meeting House and Interment Place for myself and 


neighbors” at this location. 





It seems only logical, therefore, that since he lived here and 
calls it a place of interment for himself, that he was buried there 
and not at McElvain or the present day Nine Mile Cemetery some dis~ 
tance away in section 25, Twp 5S, R2W. 

It might be said that he was living in the McElvain area when he 
died except that in 1843 Leonard and Barbary Lipe of Nine Mile, 
deeded to their son, Jacob Lipe, the NWj of the NE of section 1, 
Twp. 6S, R2W, and mentioned doing this in their old age in return 
for Jacob's care of them. 

The cemetery in section one was moved within the past ten or 
twelve years to a plot in the southwest corner of the Nine Mile Cem- 
etery in section 25, T5S, R2W, where the old church still stands. 

Before removal of these graves there were stones marking some of 
them, but they disappeared and there was nothing to mark the spot. 
The ground has since been stripped for coal. None of the graves 
were marked in any way in their new location. 

Leonard Lipe's Revolutionary War Government stone was erected 
near other Lipes in the southeast part of the Nine Mile Cemetery 
in 1981, however, I am of the firm opinion that both he and Barbara 


were re~interred in the southwest corner with others.

MORE NOTES RE REVOLUTIONARY WAR VETERAN, LEONARD LIPE 


Article re the placement of a stone on grave of Leonard Lipe, 
appeared 8 sae the DuQuoin Evening Call, DuQuoin, Illinois.

Leonard Lipe was listed as one of the charter members of the 
"Baptist Church of Jesus Christ at Nine Mile’(p/268 McDonnough's 
History of Randolph, Monroe, and Perry Cos.,I11 1883). (His wife, 
Barbara Lipe, is not mentioned as being a charter member.) 


Leonard Lipe Sr. had gotten his land in section 1, Twp. 6S, Rew, 
in Perry County, Ill. from the USA by Patent 17 Oct 1832, it being 
the NW NE in sec 1, T6S, R2W containing 38.90 acres. 


Perry County Deed Record Vol. "B" page 506 reads in part as follows: 
"Leonard Lipe and Barbary Lipe, his wife, to Deacons of the Baptist 


Church of Jesus Christ at Nine Mile...for Meeting House and Interment 
Place for myself and neighbors, where the Nine Mile Meeting House now 
stands, it being a part of the NW NE of section 1, Twp. 6S, R2wW, 
beginning at the SW corner of same, run East 28 poles, thence North 20 
poles, thence West 28 poles, then South 20 poles to the beginning. 


Containing Three (3) Acres and 80 poles. Dated November 3rd 1836 
according to acknowledgement." 


According to History of Baptist Church (McDonnough's p/268), the first 
church formed at the house of Peter Hagler on the Ws SEL Sec 1, T6S, 
R2W, had a serious division about 1833 and part of them withdrew and 
formed the Baptist Church of Paradise Prairie, and bears the name of 
"NINE MILE" which still continues (1883). 


As to which of these two bodies is better entitled to the original 
name.....Opinions differ. 


About 1833 the members who withdrew from the church in sec l, T6S, 
R2W erected another house of worship on the Ws of the NEX of sec 25, 
T5S, R2W. There is an old, frame, church building standing there in 
the grove today (1981) and a large cemetery surrounds it on three +, 
sides. Consolidation Coal Company Mine #2 tipple and workings within 
a stones throw. 


If Leonard Lipe provided a "place of interment for myself and neighbors" 
in sec 1, T6S, R2W,. and died in 1846, I just can't believe that he 
was taken several miles away from his home for burial. 


It is a well known fact that there was an old cemetery here in sec l, 
T6S, R2W where Leonard Lipe Sr. lived and there were tombstones in it 
as late as the 1960's and possibly much latter. However, the stones 
disappeared almost overnite. This was in the locality of "Cherry Lake". 


Mr. Williams in his Blackwell-Weilander Book mentions on page 79 that 
some of the Quillmans and Lipes were buried here, and Pona Eaton 
told me about this place but failed to catalogue the stones before 
his death.

Perry County Deed Red. Vol "C" page 398 shows that Leonard Lipe 
and Barbary Lipe, his wife, of Nine Mile, deeded to Jacob Lipe, 
our son, for his care of us, the NWs NE? of sec 1, T6S, R2W cont- 
aining forty-two and 40/100ths acres (42&40/100acres). Dated 

5 Sept 1843. 


This is probably the reason there is no probate file for either 
Leonard Sr. or his wife, Barbara/y in Perry County Court as he, 
like many others, disposed of their property before death. 


The Consolidation Coal Company had graves moved from the old cem- 
etery near Cherry Lake in sec 1, T6S, R2W and all were placed in 


the very southwest corner of the Nine Mile Cemetery in sec 25, T5S, 
R2W, 


I cannot do other than believe that this is where the Lipe remains 
are and that the memorial stone was placed in the wrong part of the 
cemetery, which really doesn't make that much difference just as 
long as there is one.

Editor, Southern Hlinoisan: 

I have just read your article 
“Perry Grave Recalls Revolution’ 
which is a commendable article — 
with one glaring error. 

You state that the grave of one 
Lewis Wells (Pvt. S. C. Militia) is 
the only known Revolutionary War 
grave In Perry County. This is in 
error. In the Nine Mile Baptist 
Cemetery some miles east of Pin- 
ckneyville can be found the grave 
of Leonard Lipe, private of the 
South Carolina Line. 

Leonard was born in Lincoln Co., 
N. C. in 1760 and lived the ter 

art of his life, before and after the 

evolution, in North Carolina, in 
the area now known as Caberras 
County. He was recruited by South 
Carolina recruiters who operated 
freely across the line in North 
Carolina. He saw combat at the 
Battle of Eutaw Springs. He drew a 
Revolutionary pension: in his old 
age. 


The name Lipe (formerly Leib) 


is of Palatine (German) extraction, 
commonly called ‘Pennsylvania 
Dutch.” In 1820 he led a caravan of 
settlers west to Jackson County, II- 
linois. This caravan was apparently 
exclusively of ‘‘Pennsylvania 
Dutch,” including three or four 
generations of Lipes (Leonard was 
then 60), and the House (Haus) and 
Hoover (Huber) families — and 
others. Ten years later Leonard 
and most of his own tribe removed 
to Nine Mile Prairie in Perry Coun- 
ty, where they had gained land. He 
and his wife, Barbara (Wentz) Lipe 
donated the ground where the Nine 
Mile Cemetery and the original 
church were located. Leonard and 
Barbara are the ancestors of all the 
Lipes presently living in Southern 
Illinois (some are in Carbondale) 
and of ee, of many other 
names. He is my own great-great- 
great-grandfather, and some two 
years ago I was instrumental in se- 
curing the ee of a V.A. grave- 
stone over the old veteran’s grave.

Benjamin Johnson was certified in May 1833 by the Perry County 
Circuit Court as being eligible for a Re¥olutionary War pension. 

In 1834 a Benjamin Johnson deeded all of his personal property 
valued at $182.00 to Samuel Johnson in return for the care Samuel 
would give to himand his wife, Nancy, during their lifetime. Benj- 
amin waived payment of this amount provided Samuel lived up to his 
part of the bargain. 

Further than this I find only from the DAR Honor Roll, Pension, 
and Revolutionary Soldiers Buried in Illinois, that a Benjamin 
Johnson died sometime after 1840 and is buried in Glenwood Cemetery, 
Collinsville, Madison County, Illinois.
